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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 22 is objected to because of the following informalities: "the midfoot portion" and 
"the metatarsal portion" lack proper antecedent basis. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 18-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 18, it is not clear what the "void portion" is. This term also lacks proper 
antecedent basis. From the amendment of claim 1, it would appear that the void corresponds 
with the "air communication pathway". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 18-20 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fuerst £ 930 in view of Kita '732. 

Fuerst teaches an article of footwear as claimed including a sole having a midsole 
including a resilient portion (40) and a midsole plate (30) substantially as claimed except for air 
communicating pathway and perforations extending the outsole and midsole. The midsole plate 
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of Fuerst has tines defining a fork geometry (see figure 3). Kita teaches the midsole and outsole 
having a plurality of perforations (10,1 1,31,35,40) and an air communication pathway 
(6,7,33,34). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the layers of 
the sole of Fuerst with a plurality of perforations and an air pathway, as taught by Kit, to provide 
proper ventilation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1,2,4,6-9 are allowed. 

6. Claim 21 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, by the addition of suitably specific language, set forth in this Office 
action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-20 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a).
